(ii) Appointing Authority means the authority em- 
powered to make appointments to a post which an em- 
ployee for the lime being holds. 
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(iii) Average monthly salary means the salary which 
an employee has earned during so much of his active 
service as within one year preceding the day on which 
he proceeds on leave, divided by the number of months 
on which the calculation is made. 

(iv) Competent Authority • — Competent Authority 
shall be the appointing authority or such authority to 
whom the specific powers are delegated. 

(v) Duty includes : — Service as a probationer or ap- 
prentice, provided that service as a probationer is fol- 
lowed by confirmation without a break; provided further 
that in the case of an apprentice, on confirmation either 
in the post tor which he was undergoing apprenticeship 
or in any other post, the period of apprenticeship can- 
not be counted for purposes of leave as service rendered 
substantively in a permanent post. 

(vi) Employee means 

(a) any person in the service of the University and 
includes any such person whose services are 
temporarily placed by the University at the 
disposal of another University, College of any 
other authority; and 

(b) also any person in the service of a state Govt, 
or Central Govt, or a local or other authority, 
or any other autonomous body whose services 
arc temporarily placed at the disposal of the 
University. 

(viil Furlough means leave earned by an employee 
of Class A Or B in respect of periods spent on duty ac- 
cording to furlough regulations contained in Chapter IV 
of the Panjab Uniyersity Calendar, Vol. I. 

(viii) Leave Salary means the monthly amount paid 
by the University to an employee who is on leave. 


(ix) Pay means the amount drawn monthly by an 
employee as the pay which has been sanctioned for the 
post held by him substantively or in an officiating capa- 
city and includes special pay or a personal pay if any, 
but no other allowance. 

(x) Permanent employee means a person confirmed in 
permanent post. 

(xi) Probation A person on probation on a post 
is one appointed (by selection) to a post for determining 
his fitness for eventual substantive appointment to the 
post. 

(xii) Salary means the amount of the monthly pay and 
allowances granted by the University to an employee. 

(xiii) Service means the whole period of continuous* 
seryice including periods spent on leave. 

(xiv) “University” means the Panjab University. 

Any case not coming within the purview of the Re- 
gulations contained in this chapter may be decided in 
accordance with the rules made by the Punjab Govern- 
ment for its officers or in suciH manner as the Senate in 
the case of officers of calss A and the Syndicate in the 
case of officers of class B may deem fit.
